BELGIANS SCARED BY GERMANY 
What is Considered Grave Situation) 
is Discussed by Her Statesmen 
in Secret 

Brussels, Germany.--The Belgian 
chamber of deputies has discussed at} 
a secret sitting vital questions of na- 
tional defense. 

When it was proposed that a seeret 
sitting should be held, several mem- 
vers announced that they would not 
ma lin secrecy, and tulmultuous 
scenes occurred, Baron de broque- 
ville, the premier and war minister, 
necording to the ministerial organ, Le 
Patriot stated: The minister for 
foreign affairs and myself are on a 
oleano. if you do not promise to 
keep our communications secret we 
shall be compelled to withold them. 


Guarantees that secrecy would be 
observed were obtained and the see- 
ret sitting was held. Strin { pre- 
cautions were taken and parliament- 


ary journalists were forbidden access 
even to rooms adjacent to the cham- 
ber, 

lt is clear that the premier has been 
greatly impressed by the German mili- 
tary measures at Elsenborn and other 
places on the Belgian frontier. At 
iIlsenborn there is the vast maneuver- 
ing camp of the Coblenz army corps. 
From Aix-la-Chapelle a military rail- 
way of great strategic importance runs 
south and almost parallel with the 
Belgian frontier. At Weismes a 
branch line runs west to Malmedy, 
close to the Belgian frontier. A new 
line connects Malmedy with the Bel- 
sian frontier town of Stavelot and 
the railways to Brussels and Liege. 

At the public sitting of the chamber 
Faron de Broqueville said that the de- 
bate might be decisive regarding the 
future of Berlin. Certain foreign 
powers, he stated, would welcome an 
increase in the Belgian army. Al- 
though there is some opposition, it is 
virtually certain that an increase will 
be voted. 

According to the Dernlere Heure, 
the premier said the international sit- 
uation was greatly disturbed, that 
large military forces were masged to 
the south and east of Belgium, and 
that it behooved the country to be in 
a position to see that the integrity of 
her territory was respected, {

Again, the Canadian market !s bet- 
ter than American markets, for the 
Canadian farmer and rancher will al- 
most uniformly get a better price net} 
at Edmonton, Calgary or Winnipeg} 
| than he will at Chicago. No more de-| 
lusive argument was put forward by 
the advocates of reciprocity than the} 
argument that the Canadian cattle} 
raiser would be benefited by freer ac-/ 
| cess to the American market. 

Some Western Canadian stockmen 
have been led by Chicago market Te-| 
ports and rumors of an acute short-! 
age of finished cattle in the United 
| States o ship their finished cattle to 

the Chicago market. In the case} 
of the first large shipments of cattle] 
made from Alberta to Chicago this} 
fill the market was unusually. favor- 
able and entirely abnormal. Cattle 
{for that week touched the highest} 


prices ever known in Chicago stock that hemophilia is more prevalent than 


yards, so that the Alberta cattle be-| 
ing carried along with the current, 
‘sold for a few cents a hundred more 
than they would have brought on the 
same date in Winnipeg.

Western Canadian | 
prices for beef, mutton and pork are 
regulated by supply and demand, 
With the west each year importing 
larger quantities of meats from East-| 
ern Canada, the United States, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, it is obvious 
that prices for finished products in 
the west must be at least on a parity 
with prices for those prodnets in other 
countries from which they are ex- 
ported

Text of the Lesson, Gen. xxll, 1-13. 
Memory Verses 12, 13—Golden Tex:

In the last part of the previour 
chapter we see Abraham dwelling at 
Beersheba, the well of the oath, hay 
ing ade a covenant with Abimelech. 
There he called on the name of de 
hovah, and for the first time we have 
the name of the everlasting God, 
whicl carrios us on to Ps, xe, 2; Isa 
xi, 2 Every new name of God has 
some hew revelauon of Hituself. 

The everlasting God not only tells 
us that He is from everlasting to ever- 
lusting, but He loves with everlasting: 
Jove and carries us in Hos everlasting 
arms and is always the suine Jehov- 
ah. (ler, xxxi, 3; Deut, xxiii, 27). 
Whether He blesses us or tries us, He 
is the same God of love. lor years 
the heart of Abraham had been made 
glad by this boy this beloved son for 
Whom he had waited full twenty-five 
years, and now he is commanded to 
offer him for a burnt offering. There 
is nothing quite like this in ajl the 
sible story. The demand seems over- 
whelmingly awful, but God is love, and 
God is faithful, and Abraham knew it. 
The New ‘Testament record is that, 
knowing the promise and being cer- 
tain that God would somehow fulfill it, 
even iffHe had to raise Isaac up from 
the dead, He did receive him from 
the dead ina figure (Heb, xi, 17-19). 

After some twenty years Jacob re- 
ceived Joseph back as from the dead. 
God spared Isaac and Joseph, but He 
spared not His own son (Rom, ¢tn, 
32), and He being literally alive from 
the dead, all things are made sure to 
us in Him, 

1 cannot think that Abraham talked 
this over with Sarah; but be'ng sure 
that he would bring the boy back 
again, he started off carly in the 
morning, taking only two of h's young 
men with him. His destination was 
Moriah which is now part of Jerusal- 
lem, the same hill that David bought 
from Ornan, the Jebusite where the 
destroying angel stayed his hand 
when Jehovah said: It is enough, and 
where Solomon built the temple (TE 
Sam. xxiv, 16, 24, 25; If Chron, fil.

THE CLEVER ANT. 


How Tiny Insect Tells His Friends 
From Enemies. 

Students of the hehavior of ents are 
well aware of the fact that they will 
not tolerate strange ants in theit 
nests. If a foreigner, even though of 
the same species and indistinguish. 
able to human eyes from the lawful 
inhabitants of the nest, strays in from 
another nest, she is apt to emerge 
hastily, pursued and attacked by the 
ants which belong there. How do they 
know that she is a foreigner? It does 
not seem likely that among the thou 
sands of ants belonging t) the nest 
another ant of exactly the same spe 
cies should be recognized as a strang. 
er by her appearance. The En lish 
naturalist, Lord Avebury, in his book 
ou “Ants, Bees and Wasps,” publish. 
ed nearly thirty years ago, records 
some experiments to test the possi 
bility that ants may recognize their 
nhestmates through some movement of 
the feelers or antennae, with which 
they sometimes seem to greet each 
other when they meet. 

H> stupified with alcohol ants from 
different nests, and placed them near 
one of the nests. The ants from that 
nest came out and carried their help- 
less nestmates home, but threw the 
bodies of their enemies away. Evi- 
dently friend and foe were distinguish. 
ed by something other than their be. 
havior, 

A German physiologist, Bethe, has 
solved the problem in the following 
way. He suspected that ants from a 
foreign nest might have an odor that 
excited the warlike instincts of ants 
in the home nest. Accordingly, he 


i took a number of ants from one nest, 


killed them, and crushed their bodies 
40 that the body fluids were pressed 
out. Taking some live ants from @ 
second nest, he first dipped them in 
water and alcohol, and ‘en into the 
tHuids of the other ants. He 
then returned them to their own nest, 
Their nestmates fell upon them as if 
they had been total strangers, and 
they were driven out, and in some 
instances killed.

would receive peaceably the ants 
which had undergone the transform. 
ing treatment, 

Other observers have confirmed 
these results of Bethe’s, for many spe- 
cies of ants. The truth then seems 
to be that any ant odor differing from 
their own puts the ants into @ war- 
like attitude, 

It is true that this explanation re- 
quires one to suppose that a different 
odor belongs to every ant nest, and 
this seems hard to believe, yet noth- 
ing else appears to account for the 
facts 


There are many other remarkable 
things about the sense of smell in 
insects, and it must be remembered 


that the sense of smell in human be- 
ings is far inferior to that of some 
animals, for example, the dog. Man 
cannot judge the capacities of other 
enimala in the matter of smell by his 
own poor pertormances s
